machinery paddock claimed the attention of 
most, of the visitors in the morning and sales 
were brisk. Farm implements and machinery, 
barn machinery, milk coolers, pumping plant, 
all showed something new and impressive. 
A new gapper for root crops, a weed exter- 
minator and a spraying machine took the 
attention of the practical farmers, and high- 
power machinery appealed to the bigger men 
on the land. 

The 25-acre farm was a general source of 
discussion, and arguments for and against its 
its possibility were heard everywhere. 

Department’s exhibit was, if possible, 
better attended than usual, and probably ful- 
filled its purpose of inducing visitors to do 
things better.

It was rather surprising 
to find the best an@ oldest Gaelic art wedded 
to modern poultry farming and wheat- 
growing, and for the first time the R.D.S 
could be congratulated on doing their obvious 
duty in linking everything worth while 
behind the plough. 

Industries were well represented, the com- 
mercial ones particularly well. The. cottage 
industries showed the best we are capable of 
and was a groundwork for future shows. 


CREAMERY CUP 
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KILMALLOCK WINS AGAIN 


The Read Perpetual Challenge Cup, pre- 
sented for competition among  Saorstat 
creameries, was presented by Mr. D. Twomey, 
Secretary, Department of Agriculture, to the 
Kilmallock Co-Operative Creamery, Limerick, 
at the Royal Dublin Society’s premises, Balls- 
bridge, yesterday. This was the third time: 
since 1930 that this creamery was awarded 
the Read trophy. 

Mr. Twomey said that the award was made 
on the results of the surprise butter inspec- 
tions carried out during the year by Depart- 
ment officials. The society, although com- 
paratively young, was particularly strong and 
vigorous, and its creamery was one of the 
most efficiently run in the country. The 
chairman of the committee of the creamery 
and the staff deserved the greatest praise for 
the consistently high quality of its produce, 
and a special word of praise was due to Mr. 
Houlihan, manager of the successful creamery, 
and to Mr. O’Brien, the butter-maker. Tach 
of those two gentlemen received for the third 
time a medal in recognition of their merit. 

Mr. Denis Power, representing the winning 
creamery, received the cup and medals from 
Mr. Twomey, amid the applause of those 
present, and asked Mr. Twomey to thank 
the Minister for the interest ‘he had displayed 
in the dairying industry,
